Actor/Rapper on hand for Caribbean premiere 
of latest film “Things Fall Apart” 


ORANJESTAD - It was an¬ 
nounced recently that rapper, 
actor and multi-tiered business 
mogul Curtis “50 Cent” Jack- 
son will be attending the 2nd 
Annual Aruba International 
Film Festival (AIFF) for the 
red carpet premiere of his lat¬ 
est feature film “Things Fall 
Apart.” The announcement 
was made by AIFF Founders 
and Producers Giuseppe Cioc- 
carelli and Jonathan Vieira and 
Artist Director Claudio 
Masenza. The year’s Festival 
takes place June 10-16, 2011. 

“Things Fall Apart” is 
scheduled to screen at 8 p.m. 
on Tuesday, June 14th at the 
Paseo Herencia. 50 Cent will 
be on AIFF’s famed red carpet, 
which promises to be as star 
studded as last year, with ac¬ 
tors and filmmakers from 
around the world descending 
on Aruba to take part in the 
Festival and interact with fans. 

The film is a touching and 
inspirational story about a man 
who loses everything, but 
gains the world. Director Mario 
Van Peebles (“Baadasssss!” 
“New Jack City”) stirs emo¬ 
tions and brings the story to 
life combining intense action 
with identifiably heartwarming 
characters. An astonishingly 
emotional and heartfelt star 
turn from 50 Cent anchors the 
film, which he co-wrote with 
Grand Rapids-bom filmmaker 
Brian A. Miller through his 
Cheetah Vision Films banner. 

Curtis Jackson (aka 50 
Cent) has transformed his 
music chart dominance to suc¬ 
cess in corporate America as a 
multi-tiered business mogul to 
be reckoned with. Recognized 
as one of the most talented and 
prolific musical artists of his 
time, Jackson has managed to 
leverage his star power into 
record-breaking brand exten¬ 
sions encompassing a broad 
spectrum of businesses that in¬ 



clude music ownership, artist 
management, film production, 
footwear and apparel, video 
games, publishing and health 
drinks and supplements. With 
annual sales quickly approach¬ 
ing $300 million from a variety 
of business interests and nu¬ 
merous new endeavors on the 
horizon, Jackson has cemented 
his position in the entertain¬ 
ment industry as both a busi¬ 
ness and entertainment 
powerhouse. 

In 2005, Jackson made his 
feature film debut with “Get 
Rich or Die Tryin,” a loosely 
biographical picture which 
chronicled his life growing up 
in poverty and surrounded by 
negative influences on the 
streets of Queens, New York, 
as he rose to stardom as a rap 
star. Jackson continues to ex¬ 
pand his film repertoire. He 
appeared in the Golden Globe- 
nominated war drama “Home 
of the Brave” and has nume¬ 
rous projects in the release 
pipeline. 

Jackson exploded on the 
music scene in 2003 and has 
been rewriting hiphop history 
ever since.

UN leader, officials, mourn Bolivia staff 
lost in air crash 


ISTANBUL, Turkey (AFP) - 
UN chief Ban Ki-moon spoke 
of his distress yesterday over 
the death of four anti-drug of- 
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ficials and two Bolivian mili¬ 
tary pilots in a plane crash in 
Bolivia. 

The secretary general 
voiced his great sadness on 
learning of the accident, a 
spokesman said. 

"Their dedication to the 
fight against narcotic drugs 
will be a lasting legacy and is 
an inspiration to us all," said 
Ban, who is currently in Istan¬ 
bul ahead of a conference star¬ 
ting today. 

The four officials worked 
for the the UN's Office on 
Drugs and Crime (UNDOC), 


which also expressed its sor¬ 
row over the deaths. 

The six were killed during a 
cocaine surveillance mission 
when their Cessna plane 
crashed some 180 kilometres 
(110 miles) east of La Paz, Bo¬ 
livia's air force confirmed Sat¬ 
urday. 

The plane had left La Paz 
airport on Thursday to monitor 
coca growing in Los Yungas 
region, the country's main coca 
growing region, but went miss¬ 
ing that same day, the UNODC 
said. The wreckage was finally 
located on Saturday. 


Activist: Cuban dissident 
dies after beating 


HAVANA, Cuba (AFP) - A 
Cuban dissident who was 
beaten by authorities died yes¬ 
terday, just three days after 
being arrested and roughed up 
by police, dissidents said. 

Juan Wilfredo Soto, 46, 
died yesterday in the central 
city of Santa Clara, three days 
after the arrest and beating in¬ 
cident, said Elizardo Sanchez, 
who leads the Cuban Human 
Rights and National Reconcil¬ 


iation Committee. 

The Americas' only one- 
party Communist government 
did not immediately comment 
on the death. Doctors said Soto 
died of pancreatitis. 

Dissident Guillermo Fari¬ 
nas, who lives in Santa Clara, 
told AFP by phone from a local 
funeral parlor that Soto died 
after he was taken to the hos¬ 
pital following his arrest in a 
park and subsequent beating.

“Get Rich or Die Tryin’,” his 
debut album, made history 
when it sold 872,000 copies to 
break the record for first-week 
sales of any major label debut 
in the entire SoundScan era. It 
was a No. 1 Billboard album 
for six weeks and was certified 
platinum nine times by the 
Recording Industry Associa¬ 
tion of America. To date, Jack- 
son has sold more than 22 
million albums worldwide and 
received numerous awards and 
11 Grammy nominations. His 
third album, “Curtis,” released 
in September 2007, dominated 
the album charts by selling 
over one million copies world¬ 
wide. 

The enormous success of 
his music career paved the way 
for 50 Cent the rapper to be¬ 
come Curtis Jackson the 
record company executive. As 
President and CEO of G-Unit 
Records, Jackson oversees a 
stellar roster of music artists 
including Young Buck, Tony 
Yayo and Lloyd Banks among 
others, many of whom have 
garnered multiplatinum status 
under his aegis. 

Jackson joined forces with 
Vivendi Universal, the leader 
in interactive games, to create 
“50 Cent: Bulletproof,” an ac¬ 
tion-packed game featuring 
Jackson as the lead character 
and members of the G-Unit 


Records artist roster as cohorts 
in the fight against crime. Its 
popularity has made it the most 
successful video game in the 
Vivendi Universal catalogue. 

The escalating success of 
his career has allowed Jackson 
to follow through with his 
dream of giving back to the 
community that has supported 
him over the years.

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6 Myths About Employee I ncentive Programs: Part I 
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In Aruba, we are well ac¬ 
quainted with incentive pro¬ 
grams, especially in the 
hospitality industry. I have 
helped or advised a few com¬ 
panies on how to set up such a 
program and have been parti¬ 
cipant in many such programs 
over the years. 

My observation, which I 
have shared with many, is that 
many companies somehow 
have a totally wrong concep¬ 
tion of an incentive program 
and of what such a program 
should really do for their com¬ 
pany and for their employees. 

The ultimate objective of 
any incentive program must be 
to improve the company’s bot¬ 
tom line while at the same time 
generate an overall lasting 
feeling of satisfaction and con¬ 
tentment in each employee 
which must result in a greater 
sense of loyalty of each em¬ 
ployee for the company. 

In the next two issues of 
Pointers to Ponder I want to 
focus on the matter of incen¬ 
tive programs for our business 
community. 

Employee incentive pro¬ 
grams are popular, if only be¬ 
cause they are so diverse and 
plentiful. They range from in¬ 
dustry standard sales commis¬ 
sions and other pay by per¬ 
formance programs or more in¬ 
dividual-specific benchmarks. 
Companies, both big and small, 
use them freely. Let me sur¬ 
prise you, perhaps, by telling 
you that my observation of the 
so-called traditional incentive 
programs (if I may call them 
such) are not just ineffective, 
they are detrimental! Before 
you condemn me for my obser¬ 
vation, let me share with you 
some of the myths about incen¬ 
tive programs. My advice 
today is, before you decide on 
implementing an incentive pro¬ 


gram for your business, take a 
look at the top 6 myths about 
them. And, if you have such a 
program already in place, you 
might want to evaluate it in the 
light of the 6 myths I’m about 
to share with you here. 

1. It increases morale 

One of the chief reasons 

companies use employee in¬ 
centive programs is to increase 
morale, with the hope that the 
increased morale will in turn 
increase employee producti¬ 
vity. This is a shortcut, and one 
that doesn’t solve the underly¬ 
ing problem. My experience 
tells me that morale is usually 
not low because of a lack of in¬ 
centives. Typically, morale is 
low because of bad manage¬ 
ment! And, I have seen compa¬ 
nies offer gifts or cash payouts 
in exchange for extra work 
with the belief that that will 
solve their employees’ per¬ 
formance problems... .but it 
does not solve the problem! 

Companies often have the 
misconception or erroneous 
belief that morale is linked to 
compensation. The old adage 
that more money means more 
happiness is pervasive in the 
business world. These pro¬ 
grams are like ’’throwing a 
bone” to workers so that they’ll 
be happy and productive. No 
doubt these programs do create 
a short burst of increased pro¬ 
ductivity, but because the ac¬ 
tual cause of bad morale is 
never addressed, the problem 
raises its ugly head repeatedly. 
Soon enough the company be¬ 
gins to blame their employees 
for being greedy and unreason¬ 
able. But, fact is, it is the com¬ 
pany that is at fault because 
they are using the wrong 
method! 

2. It increases productivity 

There are those who face a 
productivity problem... em¬ 


ployees are not producing to 
top capacity. If this is your 
problem you might ask your¬ 
self .. .have I provided my em¬ 
ployees all the tools and 
resources they need to meet 
my productivity standard? If 
your employees are required to 
work on faulty computers that 
break down constantly, they 
will become frustrated waiting 
to get their machine repaired 
every so often; any incentive 
program to get them to be 
more productive will only 
cause more frustration and, by 
far, less productivity!. Your 
employees will consider your 
demands for more productivity 
as unreasonable since you 
haven’t provided them with the 
tools to be productive in the 


first place! 

3. It shows how generous 
your company is 

If you think that you are 
fooling anyone, you’re wrong. 
You’re not doing this for your 
employees. You’re doing this 
for yourself. Most incentive 
programs are purely selfish. 
The company is offering their 
employees something in return 
for something else. So, your 
incentive program must not be 
a hand out, a gift, or an act of 
kindness! 

I have participated in many 
evaluation sessions with ma¬ 
nagement at the close of a par¬ 
ticular element of an incentive 
program I was commissioned 
to perform for them. In these 
sessions I have witnessed man¬ 


agers become confused when 
employees didn’t show more 
enthusiasm or appreciation of 
the program. From the com¬ 
pany's point of view, they're 
offering something extra, a 
bonus, and an opportunity for 
more cash. However, employ¬ 
ees have a totally different 
view. Employees see your in¬ 
centive as them being asked to 
do more and to work harder. 
To them it is nothing more than 
additional pay for additional 
work, period! Hence, to them 
there is nothing generous about 
it! 

Next issue I will give you 
the other 3 myths. Let me 
know if this was helpful: tony- 
green. morningnews @hot- 
mail.com.

Four injured in iPad fight 
at Baying Apple store

Thinner* Lighter. Faster.

BEIJING (AFP) - Four peo¬ 
ple were taken to hospital and 
a glass door smashed as a 
near-riot broke out at Bei¬ 
jing's top Apple store among 
crowds rushing to snap up the 
popular iPad 2 tablet com¬ 
puter, according to state 
press. 

Angry consumers began 
rushing the store on Saturday 
afternoon after a "foreign” 
Apple employee allegedly 
stepped into the crowd to 
push and beat people sus¬ 
pected of queue jumping, the 
Beijing News said. 

After the employee re¬ 
treated back into the store, a 
crowd of consumers smashed 
the glass front door and 
shoved security guards as 
they surged forward in anger 
over the alleged beatings, the 
report said. 


Consumers have 
lined up for hours at 
Apple stores in Beijing 
and Shanghai since the 
iPad 2, the updated 
version of the tablet 
computer, went on sale 
in the world's biggest 
Internet market on Fri¬ 
day. 

The store in Bei¬ 
jing's chic Sanlitun 
commercial district 
closed early Saturday 
because of the altercation, but 
according to a voice record¬ 
ing on the store's phone was 
open for business Sunday. 

Apple officials were not 
immediately available for 
comment when telephoned 
by AFP. 

Lines for the popular iPad 
2 have grown so long that 
people have begun selling 
their places in the queue, 
while a secondary market has 
also developed with con¬ 
sumers reselling their tablet 
computers for profit after 
leaving the store, the report 
said. 

Late Saturday, the store 
posted a notice saying that 
queue jumping and the unau¬ 
thorised sales of Apple prod¬ 
ucts would not be tolerated, 
the paper said.

Some Weird Mothering Tricks in 
the Animal World 


Moms — we've all got them , 
and we all need them. But 
some animals have a slightly 
different idea of what it 
means to be a good mother. 
From moms who turn their 
bodies into food to others 
who encourage their young 
to become cannibals , here 
are the weirdest mothering 
techniques in nature. 

Chickens 

Chicken moms take their 
duties very seriously. Creating 
an endless amount of calcium 
carbonate for eggshells is a 
difficult task, so if chickens 
don't get enough calcium in 
their diets, they'll actually dis¬ 
solve their own bones to make 
baby-housing shells. That's 
one way to lose baby weight! 

Cuckoos 

Cuckoos have figured out 
a unique way to get the neigh¬ 
bors to do the difficult work 
of raising young. Momma 
cuckoos will sneakily lay 
their eggs in another bird's 
nest. In doing so, the cuckoo 
tricks the other bird — often a 
different, smaller species — 
into taking on the expensive 
burden of raising the chick. 
The cuckoo chick usually 
hatches first, and grows 
faster, forcing the other chicks 
out of the nest, where they 
then die. It then gets the full 
attention of its adoptive par¬ 
ents, giving it much greater 
chances of survival. 

Blood-Sucking Ants 

The tiny endangered 
Madagascar-based Adeto- 
myrmaant has a strange way 
to show love to its kiddos. 
The ants practice something 
known as "non-destructive 
cannibalism." When the 
colony's queen gives birth to 
ant larvae, she and her work¬ 
ers chew holes in the tiny ba¬ 
bies to feed on their 
haemolymph - their circula¬ 
tory system fluid (which 
would be blood in mammals). 
Scientists can't say exactly 
why these ants do this — ants

have a social behavior of 
transferring fluids to each 
other, so they may be practic¬ 
ing a rudimentary form of that 
behavior. The baby ants don't 
die, but sucking blood from 
the young is a weird way to 
show vampire affection. 

Poison Frog 

The teensy female poison 
arrow frog literally goes 
above and beyond when tak¬ 
ing on the duties of mother¬ 
hood. After laying as many as 
five eggs and watching them 
hatch, the strawberry poison 
arrow frog carries her tad¬ 
poles, one by one, on her 
back, from the rain forest 
floor up into trees as high as 
100 feet. After hoisting her 
babes to the treetops, the frog 


then finds individual pools of 
water in leaves for each tad¬ 
pole, setting up safe and indi¬ 
vidualized nurseries. That's 
not the end of her super-mom 
duties. The mother straw¬ 
berry poison arrow frog then 
feeds each of her young with 
her own unfertilized eggs 
over the course of six to eight 
weeks, thus allowing these 
tadpoles to grow into young 
frogs without having to eat 
each other. 

Spiders 

For many spiders, the act 
of mating signals that their 
lives are about to end — re¬ 
member Charlotte's Web? 
For several species of the Ste- 
godyphus spiders, motherly 
love goes even further than 
watching over the nest. Fe¬ 
males attach their egg co¬ 
coons to their webs and 
watch over them until the ba¬ 
bies hatch. Once her children 
have hatched, the mother 
continues to eat, but regurgi¬ 
tates most of her meals as a 
nutrient soup for her off¬ 
spring while the spiderlings 
stay in their mother's web. 

When the babies are 
around a month old, the 
mother spider rolls over on 
her back allowing the spider- 
lings to clamber over her, kill 
her by injecting their venom 
and digestive enzymes into 
her body, and eat her. After 
the young gobble her up, they 
turn on each other and canni¬ 
balize as many of their sib¬ 
lings as they can before 
leaving their mother's web.

Surgery better 
for younger 
prostate patients: 
report 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Surgery appears to be a better 
treatment option for early 
prostate cancer than ’’watch¬ 
ful waiting,” particularly for 
younger patients, according 
to a Swedish study. 

In the first clinical trial ex¬ 
amining the impact of surgi¬ 
cally removing the prostate 
gland, the team followed 347 
randomly chosen patients for 
the procedure, and closely 
watched 348 others, accord¬ 
ing to the study in the New 
England Journal of Medicine. 

The assessment of the 
nearly 700 men, who aver¬ 
aged 65 years when diag¬ 
nosed, found that after 15 
years, 48 percent of the men 
in the surgical group died, 
compared with 58 percent in 
the closely watched group. 

For the surgical group, 16 
percent died of the prostate 
cancer, compared to 23 per¬ 
cent for those being watched. 

The risk of cancer spread¬ 
ing ’’beyond the prostate 
gland was 12 percent lower 
for those who received sur¬ 
gery.” 

The study found that the 
younger men in the study, 
those aged around 65 — ben¬ 
efited most from surgery, 
while going under the knife 
presented fewer benefits for 
older patients. 

’’Not everybody benefits 
from surgery, so individual 
risks and potential gains have 
to be assessed on the basis of 
age, other illnesses, tumor 
type and patient preferences,” 
cautioned Anna Bill-Axel- 
son, chief physician at the 
Department of Surgical Sci¬ 
ences at Sweden’s Uppsala 
University. 

Surgical patients whose 
tumours grew beyond the 
prostate gland also ran a 
’’seven-times-greater risk of 
mortality” due to prostate 
cancer than those whose tu¬ 
mors were limited to the 
gland, also warned the report.

Europe faces up to boomerang 
Greek debt chaos

BRUSSELS, Belgum (AFP) - 
Europe faced the spectre of 
Greek calls for new financial 
aid on the weekend as Athens’ 
"catastrophic" finances re¬ 
turned to haunt stressed euro¬ 
zone states. 

Greek Prime Minister 
George Papandreou urged "the 
EU in particular, to leave 
Greece in peace to do its job", 
but Finance Minister George 
Papaconstantinou later warned

that Athens may need more 
hard cash support. 

"We need to plan our next 
steps for 2012 and 2013 so that 
Greece can either access mar¬ 
kets or use the European coun¬ 
cil's recent decision that 
enables the European (rescue) 
fund to buy Greek bonds," Pa¬ 
paconstantinou said, after G20- 
eurozone talks in Luxembourg. 

National and specialist fi¬ 
nancial media each reported 
that Athens may yet come call¬ 
ing for fresh funds from Euro¬ 
pean Union bailout mecha¬ 
nisms, over and above the 110 
billion euros ($160 billion) 
agreed a year ago. 

Without naming its source, 
French business daily Les 
Echos said Papaconstantinou 
secured tacit acceptance that 
Greece's political backers 
could make another 20-25 bil¬ 
lion available if more cuts and 
accelerated state sell-offs 
failed.

During this period the 
CBA will send a group of 5 
surveyors to position them¬ 
selves at several strategic 
places, like supermarkets, 
government offices and pub¬ 
lic places, to gather survey 
data from individuals visiting 
these places. The survey is a 
self-completion question¬ 
naire where individuals will 
be asked to participate and to 
fill in the forms. The survey¬ 
ors will carry an identifica¬ 
tion badge and a notification 
letter as proof that they are 
working on behalf of the 
CBA. Respondents are free to 
contact the CBA if they have 


additional questions. 

The CBA stresses that all 
received information will be 
treated with the utmost con¬ 
fidentiality and will only be 
used in an aggregated form 
for statistical purposes. Be¬ 
cause of the importance of 
the data, the CBA hopes that 
the Aruban community will 
fully cooperate with this sur¬ 
vey.

Britain's super-rich get even richer 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Britain's richest people got col¬ 
lectively wealthier by 18 per¬ 
cent as the rest of the country 
weathered harsh government 
cuts, according to an annual 
list published yesterday. 

Indian-born steel tycoon 
Lakshmi Mittal retained the 
top spot in The Sunday Times 
Rich List for a seventh straight 
year, despite seeing about £5 
billion ($8 billion, 5.7 billion 
euros) wiped off his fortune. 

The 1,000 richest people in 
Britain saw their wealth con¬ 
tinue to bounce back from the 
recession and increase to a col¬ 
lective fortune of £395.8 bil¬ 
lion. 

The number of billionaires 
in Britain now stands at 73 — 
up from 53 last year and al¬ 
most matching the record of 75 
set in the list of 2008 before 
the financial crisis. Forty are 
British-born. 

Russian businessman Ali¬ 
sher Usmanov moved from 
sixth position to second spot in 
the list after adding £7.7 billion 
to his fortune, which is now 
worth £12.4 billion. 

Usmanov owns a large 
stake in Russian iron and steel 
firm Metalloinvest and re¬ 
cently courted controversy in 
Britain by trying to build up a 
controlling stake in English 
football giants Arsenal. 


His bid was thwarted last 
month when US sports tycoon 
Stan Kroenke took control of 
the Premier League side. 

Meanwhile the fortune of 
Mittal, the London-based head 
of ArcelorMittal, the world's 
largest steel maker, fell by 
around 22 percent to £17.5 bil¬ 
lion in the past 12 months, the 
biggest drop on this year's list. 

The huge fall in the 60- 
year-old's wealth was driven 
by a plunge in the share price 
of ArcelorMittal as the global 
steel industry struggled to cope 
with costly raw materials and 
slow demand. 

The highest new female 
entry is Chinese business¬ 
woman Xiuli Hawken, 48, 
who made her fortune conver¬ 
ting underground military shel¬ 
ters in China into underground 
shopping malls. She was 
ranked 61st, with a fortune of 
£1.06 billion. She lives in Lon¬ 
don. 

Another new female entry 
is Mary Perkins, who founded 
the chain of glasses shops, 
Specsavers, with her husband 
Douglas. Their wealth has in¬ 
creased 42 percent since last 
year and stands at £1.15 bil¬ 
lion. 

The increased wealth 
comes as most of the country 
faces harsh austerity measures 
introduced by the coalition 


government to cut Britain's 
record deficit. 

The list, which is for those 
who have Britain as their home 
or main base of operations, is 
based on identifiable wealth 
such as land, property or sig¬ 
nificant shares in publicly 
quoted companies, and ex¬ 
cludes bank accounts.

91-year-old NZ crime- 
fighter told to stay 
home 


WELLINGTON, New Zea¬ 
land (AFP) - A 91-year-old 
New Zealand war veteran 
says he has been forced to put 
his new career as a modern- 
day Batman on hold because 
he is not allowed to be out 
fighting crime alone at night. 

John Bray considers he is 
more than qualified to deal 
with the evildoers in the 
North Island town of 
Waipawa, having served with 
the Long Range Desert 
Group, a reconnaissance and 
raiding unit in north Africa in 
World War II. 

So he enlisted as a mem¬ 
ber of the local community 
patrol, an organisation which 
acts as "the eyes and ears" of 
the police, cruising the streets 
at night, reporting any suspi¬ 
cious activity. 

Like Batman, he started 
out with a partner but decided 
to go solo when his Robin 
equivalent, a man in his late 
80s, kept falling asleep on 
duty. 

Now he has been told by 
the local head of the commu¬ 
nity patrol organisation that 



he cannot work alone and he 
must find a new sidekick if he 
wants to get back on the ros¬ 
ter. 

"I want to keep going so 
now I have to find a new part¬ 
ner," he told AFP, describing 
his crimefighting role as a suc¬ 
cess, driving through the 
streets at night armed only 
with a spotlight and mobile 
phone. Definitely, it's been a 
success. It keeps the police in¬ 
formed of anything that's 
going on." 


Bob Marley: The legacy wanes 
but the cult lives on

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AFP) 
- Bob Marley's musical 
legacy may be waning 30 
years after his death as Ja¬ 
maica's youth prefers dance- 
hall to reggae, but the singer 
remains a cult, if highly com¬ 
mercialized, figure. 

Marley has become a mer¬ 
chandiser's dream, with 
everything from shoes to 
snow- boards bearing his 
image, but his friends say it 
would be tragic if his message 
of justice for the oppressed 
gets lost to corporate greed. 

"He was never about com¬ 
mercialism," one friend, Her¬ 
bie Miller, told AFP "Money 
was not his greatest motiva¬ 
tion." 

For loyal fans of the Third 
World's first pop superstar, 
who died from cancer at the 
age of 36 on May 11 1981, 
this year's milestone anniver¬ 
sary is not about grieving but 
about celebrating. 

"His music was so full of 
life, it doesn't seem right to 
mourn him," 24-year-old Ber¬ 
nadette Hellwanter of Vock- 
labruck, Austria told AFP as 
she toured the Bob Marley 
Museum in the Jamaican cap¬ 


ital Kingston. 

N i c k i a 
Palmer 
stopped 
briefly to peer 
at a photo of 
the dread- 
locked legend 
playing his 
trademark 
Gibson guitar. 

"The first 
performance I 
ever did was 
at Mount Ver¬ 
non high 
school in 
Fairfax, Vir¬ 
ginia and it was 'No Woman 
No Cry'," recalled the 33-year- 
old Jamaican singer, who has 
spent most of his life in the 
United States. 

Fans flock to the museum, 
an English-style building 
where Marley lived and wrote 
many of his songs. 

Tours are also conducted 
daily in the village of Nine 
Mile in rural Saint Ann parish 
where Marley was born in 
February 1945 and where a 
mausoleum now provides his 
final resting place. 

But despite all the T-shirts, 


the mugs and the many iconic 
images of the pot-smoking, 
soccer-mad Rastafarian, there 
is a sense his star could be be¬ 
ginning to fade. 

The Marley Foundation, 
which oversees the singer's es¬ 
tate, says no events are 
planned to mark the 30th an¬ 
niversary of his death. 

Music from the rebel who 
introduced reggae to an inter¬ 
national audience gets only 
token play nowadays on the 
local radio and his message ap¬ 
pears lost on today's Jamaican 
youth.

Twente down Ajax as double nears 

ROTTERDAM (AFP) - FC Twente defeated Ajax Amster¬ 
dam 3-2 after extra-time on Sunday to win the Dutch Cup 
and inch closer to a league-cup double. Twente, coached by 
Belgian Michel Preud'homme, can also retain the Dutch 
league title next weekend when they face Ajax again on the 
final day of the season in a winner-takes-all clash.Twente 
have the advantage of a one-point lead over Ajax. 

Man Utd on brink as Chelsea downed 

MANCHESTER (AFP) - Javier Hernandez and Nemanja 
Vidic earned Manchester United a 2-1 victory over Chelsea 
at Old Trafford that moves Sir Alex Ferguson’s side to the 
brink of a record 19th league title. Hernandez opened the 
scoring with just 37 seconds gone and Vidic added a second 
before Frank Lampard’s second-half effort gave the hosts an 
anxious final quarter. But United, who will face Barcelona 
in the Champions League final on May 28, held on for a win 
that moved them six points above Chelsea with just two 
matches remaining. United can wrap up the title with a point 
from either of their final two matches, at Blackburn next 
weekend or at home to Blackpool on the final day. They cur¬ 
rently sit level with Liverpool on a haul of 18 titles and their 
next victory will make them the most successful side in Eng¬ 
land. 

Barcelona one point from title 

BARCELONA (AFP) - 
Mighty Barcelona moved to 
within a point of a third suc¬ 
cessive Spanish league title on 
Sunday with a 2-0 win over 
Espanyol in the Catalan derby. 

Goals from Andres Iniesta and 
Gerard Pique took Barcelona 
to 91 points, eight ahead of 
Real Madrid, who stayed alive 
in the title race with a 6-2 win 
over Sevilla on Saturday. 

Barcelona, who have a supe¬ 
rior head-to-head record over Real, will be crowned cham¬ 
pions if they avoid defeat against Levante on Wednesday. 

Djokovic shatters Nadal 
claycourt rule in Madrid win 

Soderling in May, 2009, 
making it 37 matches with¬ 
out a defeat. 

World number two 
Djokovic has now won three 
straight Masters 1000 tro¬ 
phies over Nadal after defeat¬ 
ing the number one at Indian 
Wells and Miami in March 
and April respectively. 

Sunday's win was also the 
Serb's first over Nadal on 
clay after losing their nine 
previous meetings on the dirt. 

His winning streak is 
made up of 32 matches in 
2011 and his two Davis Cup 
victories in December.

He suffered his last loss 
against Roger Federer in the 
semi-finals at the World 
Tour Finals in London on 
November 27, 2010.

African - who had taken a 
seven-week break prior to the 
tournament - shot a final 
round of two-under par 70 for 
a 10-under par total of 278 to 
win by two shots from Dan¬ 
ish final round partner An¬ 
ders Hansen. 

"It's been a sad week with 
Seve passing away," said 
Aiken, who collected a win¬ 
ners cheque of just over 
330,000 euros. 

"I definitely want to dedi¬ 
cate this win to him with it 
being his home Open and 
what he gave to his home 
fans and to golf." 

Spanish golf legend Seve¬ 
riano Ballesteros, one of 
golfs all-time greats who 
lifted five majors and turned 
a new generation on to the 
sport, died Saturday aged 54 
three years after undergoing 
an operation to remove a 
brain tumour. 

Ballesteros was a charis¬ 
matic figure who led the Eu¬ 
ropean challenge to the 
decades-long supremacy of 
the United States. 

From the mid-1970s to the 
1990s, "Seve" was one of the 
sport's most celebrated per¬ 
sonalities, collecting 87 ca¬ 
reer titles before retiring in 
2007 with back problems. 

Known for his flamboyant 
and imaginative style of play, 
he famously won one of his 
three British Open titles by 


El Pais led the tributes, 
calling Ballesteros the 
"brightest star" and a "unique 
genius". "The memory of his 
feats still blinds," the leading 
Spanish daily said on its web¬ 
site. 

Ballesteros announced his 
presence as a teenager in 
1976 when he finished sec- 


two years after turning pro 
aged 16. 

Topping the European 
Tour Order of Merit that 
year — he would go on to do 
so on another five occasions 
— was a measure of compen¬ 
sation for being the runner- 
up after leading at the 
midway point.
